HOOK EU T WASHINGTON 


J! * 
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Booker T. Washington of T usk’ g o. 
W. II. Council of Normal, Ala., and 
It. R. Wright cf Savannah, Ga., th roo 
of the most premia ut educators of tho 
race, were en the program to speak 
and tho church was crowded, when 
suddenly the audience was thrown into 
a panic by a conflict between two 
men. 
There xvere cries of ‘ fight,” 
‘‘fight,” which the assembled throng 
took for the more terrifying alai rn of 
“fire,” and a wild rush ensued for the 
exits. 
In the awful crush of human­ 
ity seventy-eight persons were killed 
and as many more seriously injured. 
The 
catastrophe 
occurred 
at 
9 
o’clock, just as Booker T. Washington 
had concluded his address, and for 
three hours the scenes around the 
church were indescribable. 
Dead bod­ 
ies were strewn In every direction, and 
the ambulance scrives of the city was 
utterly Incapacitated to move them un­ 
til after I o’clock. 
The church is the 
largest house of worship for negroes 
In Birmingham, and the pastor says 
there were at least 2,000 persons In 
the edifice when the stampede began. 
Just as Booker Washington conclud­ 
ed his address Judge Uillou, a negro 
lawyer from Baltimore, engaged In an 
altercation with the choir lead** con­ 
cerning an unoccupied seat, and it Is 
said a blow was struck. 
Some one in 
the choir cried 
"They’re 
fighting." 
Mistaking 
the 
word 
"fighting" 
for 
"fire,” the congregation rose en masse 
and strated for the door. 
Men and 
women crawled over benches, fought 
their way into the aisles, and those 
who had fallen were trampled upon 
like cattle. 
The ministers tried again 
and again to stop the stampede, but no 
power on earth could stay the strug­ 
gling, fighting mass of humanity. Tho 
level of the floor is about fifteen feet 
from the ground, and long steps led to 
the sidewalk from the lobby just out­ 
side the main auditorium. Brick walls 
extend on each side of these steps for 
six or seven feet, and this proved a 
veritable death trap. 
Negroes who 
had reached the top of the steps were 
pushed violently forward and many 
fell. 
Before they could move others 
fell upon them, and in fifteen minutes 
persons were piled upon each other 
to a height of ten feet. 
This wall of 
struggling humanity blocked the en­ 
trance. and the weight of 1,500 per­ 
sons was pushed against it. 
More 
than twenty persons lying on the steps 
underneath the heap of bodies died 
from suffocation. 
A squad of police and firemen has­ 
tened to the church and finally suc­ 
ceeded in releasing the negroes from 
their pinioned positions in the en­ 
trance. 
In an hour the church had 
been practically cleared and the sight 
which greeted the eyes of those who 
had come to aid the injured was sick­ 
ening. 
Down the aisles and along tho 
outside of the pews, the dead bollies 
of men and women were strewn aud 
the cries of the maimed and crippled 
wore heartrending. 
During tho stam ­ 
pede Booker T. Washington and sev­ 
eral leaders were on the stage and 
were unwilling witnesses to the fright­ 
ful catastrophe. 
None of those in the 
choir or the pulpit wore injured In the 
least. 
A remarkable feature of the 
calamity is that no blood xvas seen 
on any of the victims. 
They were 
either crushed or died from suffoca­ 
tion. 


Arctic ocean. 
All tho attempts to 
blow up the Ice around the Pram prov­ 
ed fruitless, but In July of 19<>2 a heavy 
southern stream loosened the vessel 
from the ice. The Fram left Gothaab, 
Greenland, Aug. 16, but an accident to 
her machinery compelled her to make 
the homeward passage entirely under 
sail. 
Members of the expedition shot 
IOO musk oxen, which were eaten. 
Surgeon Braskrug died while the 
Fram was In the north, and his body 
was buried in a hole cut In the ice. 
After the death of the doctor Captain 
Sverdrup took his place and attended 
to several oasis of illness. 
The crew 
of the Fram speak of their leader in 
terms of hearty praise. 


Peary's Plan*. 
Washington, Sept. 20.- It is said at 
the navy departm ent that the question 
of the assignment to duty of Com­ 
mander Robert E. Peary, civil engi­ 
neer, who has just returned from his 
trip into the Arctic regions, will de­ 
pend in great measure on what his 
future plans as to explorations are. 
If Commander Peary is going to shelve 
his Polar aspirations for some time to 
come, then a permanent assignment 
can be given him, hut on the other 
hand, if he expects to make another 
northward trip in the near future, ‘he 
assignment xviii have to be made with 
that idea in view. Commander Peary’s 
leave of absence dated from May 27, 
1897. 
He will undergo an operation to 
one of his feet, which was badly frozen 
In the far north, and he Is not expected 
to be ready for duty until the latter 
part of November,
